In America we
know tolerably well what a safe shiould be,
With our plensant practice of buroiug up overy-
thing once a yeur, It has been foreed npon us to
study the matter ol security. We have dope so
practically—~having the fire at hand—<and sue
comsfully, Inasmuch ns saley are in unlversal use
in every part of the United Binies. Asa rale
they are solid, angular objects, plalnly painted
green, and Indicating strength rather toan
benuty, A few, (o be sure, have been made for
patlor wae, and these are gay aond brillikot in
decoration, but they do pot aller ma'erinlly the
bront definition. A broker, merchant, or store*
kedper procures one of our green friends. and
it stands quietly and iaithiully in the corner, o
silent sentinel, ready to perform {ts duties on
the shortest notice, This simplicity of outward
show does notl seem 1o be accepiable to the
tostes of Europe. BSome of the most extra-
ordinary objects in the Exhibition are called
safes. They are constructed in the most fancifal
way, and are filled with singular contrivances
for doing nothing. BExternally they glisten und
glitter in the sun ke gems, baing polished snd
burnished with all the care that is usoully bhe
stow ed on the latter, The effect is pretiy enough,
but it secms superflaons fo an object of nbsolate
utility, There s s sufe in the Freanch Depart
ment which has s sheel of lookivg-ginss in front
—a matter of vast convenience Lo the clerks, no
doubt, but of very little ulibily in case of fire
The interior is sub-divided into so lnfinite num
ber of boxes, pizeon-holes, drawers, trays,
aceret rooesses, ete, 1 can easily imnzine a poor
disponsolate $1000 bill being 1ost in such 4 mad-
dening labyrinth.

The history of aafes only exlends over a period

of forty yeare. There are many who still re-
member the old-fashioned “‘know cheste,” as
they were called. They were simple wodden
boxes, cuvered first with thip sheet-irvn, then
banded and sirapped, und the whole made fast
with large knobby nails, in lmitution of the
rivet-heads of a boiler, The wood with which
these chests were construoted was =submitted Lo
s chemieal process, TL was satlurated or soaked
in galt water, or brine, and =0 long as the mois-
ture was retained, served as a good non-con-
ductor. The fibre charred iustead of ieniting.
and combustion proceeded slowly, It wasfound,
however, in the course of time, that saturation
produced deony, and, u the lapse of a foew years,
the wood became a mas=s of dry rot, exceedingly
liable to take fire of i's own accord, or from the
glightest external cirenmstances, Something
different had, therefore, to be discoverad, It was
speedily but aceidentaily found in the m aterial
called plauster of Paris, The aecldent was in this
wis¢-—A young mechanie, who had been en-
gaged in makivg moulds of cnsts with plaster of
Paris, having finished his labors, was preparing
to ‘‘wash up” nnd go home, For this purpose
he attempted to beat some water u & kettla
wherein previously he had mixed his plaster
After stirring the fire impatiently on several oc
caslons, he was surprised to find that the water
did not get warm with its accustomed rapidity-
and a further ingpection showed that the kettle
conluined the debris of s plaster castingss
Upon throwiug them oui, the difliculty was
immediately obviated, and the ldea ol the non,
conductimg power of plaster of Purls was con-
ceived, Its application as u fllmg for safes
followed almost immediaiels, but several years
elapsed before anything like success was at-
tained, The calcined plasier was of Do usc 45 o
fire-proof pement, unless mixed with wuter, and
the water made the interlor of the safe molst,
und so mildewed aud deswroyed the books sand
papers, oxydized the irou, and laid the founds-
tion for an esrly aud certain deeay. Premiums
were then offered for fire-proof fillings, und tho
result has been a stendy and constunt improve-
ment in fire-prool protectors, when properly
made. Water 1s still an element used in titlings,
even when called dry fillings; but it does no
evaporate or lose any of its qualities until at
tacked by the Gire. It is unaffeoted by the heat,
or the atmosplere, or the temperature of the
room In which it is kept.

There I8 but one American safe in the Exposi
tion, but it s creating more discussion than all
the others put together. I am urnder the im-
pression that it will take the prize; at all events
it deserves the most marked consideration
And, Indeed, Mr, Silas C. Herring, whose houses
are situnted at New York, Philadelphia, New
Orleans, and Chicago, is determiped that it shall
have the most marked consideration, Mr, Her-
ring, 1 need scnrcely add, is the manufucturer,
His name is well kuown in this branch of in-
dustry. Bolong ago ns1840 it cwwe promioently
before the public. Iu that yesar a great trinl of
gnfes toox place at Coflee-house-slip, fool ol
Wall street, New York, in which all the leading
fire-prool safes then climbing into popularity
were destroyed, save the Splamsander Safe, with
which Mr, Herring was nssocinted.  Sluee then
Mr. Herring has devoted himsell exclasively to
the business, 1he manufacture, which in the
year I have pamed occupled a dozen mean,
now gives employment (o more than tbree
hundred, Mr, Herring does not think ibat
the fjury bad made a suflicient examination
of the warious safes in the bullding, and
he is. perhaps a lile irriiated av the ellect
which mere external work seems to have on the
public mind. At all events he desires u further
test, und has afflably proposed to make un inter-
national boufire of their safes in compotition
with his own., He Is willing to stake from one
1o fifly thousand francs on the resull. This is
“tocing the mark” in true Yaokee fashion; bul
ILis not all, A safe in these days 18 a protec”
tion, not only sguipst fives, butagainit burglars,
Mr. Herring therefore proposes, lor & Like sum,
to subject his burglar-procf safe to a test by

experts, in comparison with any safe now €x-

OBITUARY.

Levi Sllliman ives, D. D, LL. D,

Levi Billiman Ives, formerly Bishop of the
I'votestant Epicopal Chureh of North Caroling,
aud widely known for his religlous wrirtings,
philanthrople works, and conversion to the
Roman Catholic faitn, died at bis residence ad
AMunbatianville, at two o'clovk yesterday after]
noon, in the seventy-first year of his sge,

Mr. lves was born in Meridien, Conn., on the
10th of September, 1707, Alnn early age he
removed, wilth his parents, to Lewis county, N,
Y.; where be lived until le attaimod his Gitécnth
year, when he was sent to the Academy at Low-
ville, During the last months of the war with
Great Britain he gerved in the :trmf, but upon
the return of peace went back to school, enter-
ing Hamilion College in 1516, At first he
sludied for the ministry of the Presbyterian
Chureh; but before he was ordained i!lness com-
pelled him to lewve the college, and upon his
recovery to health his religious views ame
changed and he allied himself with the Pro-
testant Episcopal denomination,

In 1520 he 1emoved 1o New York, wheve he
otudied theology under Bishop Hobart, who or-
dained him in August, 1822, hree years later
(1825) he marricd Rebecow, n dsughter of the
Hishop. After his ordination his drst mission
wis 1o Batavia, Genessee county; subsequentl
be took oharge of Trintty chureh, iu Philadei-
ibia, where he wus ordained to the priesthood
)y Bishop White, and In 1827 removed to Lan-
caster, Pa., and officinted at Christ Church.
During the next year he returned to New York,
and served a8 assistunt minister at Christ
Church for about six months, when he became
vector of 8t. Luke's i this ciky. Here he re-
mained until he wus consecrated Bishop of
North Carolina, in 1831,

While in North Carolina he became quite
popular for his efforts in behalf of cdooution
und his suecess in providiog for the spiritunl
wellure of the slavee, He also became widely
known 43 & theologieal author from his works
en the “Apostles’ Doctrine and Fellowship” anid
the “‘Obedirnce of Faith,” published in Now
York i 1849, Wbhen the excitement ou toae
Oxlord tinets broke ont in the Eolscopal Charoh
bestrongly sided with the tractarian movement
and thig position cavsed his allenation from his
dioecese, The fuct was that he had doubted the
truth of the Protestant faith for a long time, and
fo 1862, while on & wiet to Rome, openly re-
noupeed kis failth anpd was admitied w0 the
Catholie Chourch,

This conversion on his parl was severely de-
nounged by the Protestant rellgious papers in
the United Statea, and upon his return ke de-
fended the aol in & work entitled The Triuls
of 4 Mind in s Proeressto Catbolleism.” (Lon
Gun wnd Boston, 1564.) After his retarm to
America hoe became Professor of Rbetorie in
8t, Joseph Theologlenl Senvinary, and lestored
in the convents of the Racrad Heart and the
Sisters of Charity. He also occasionally leo.
fured iv public, nodserved a8 an active Presi.
dent ol & conference of 8t. Vineent de Paul,
About ten yeurs sgo he concelved the ides of
founding & home In this city for vagrant and
orpban children of Catholic pareotage; and
bhaving obtalued the approval of Archbishop
Hughes, set energétically to work to carcy oul
Ine desigos,

The result of his philanthropic labors was the
estublishment of tbhe Catholic Mule Protectory
and the Houee of Lhe Holy Angels, two of the
most deserving charitnble institutions in this
State. They were first located in New York,
put were afterwnrds remeved to Westchoaster
county, where they arc now iu operation, Both
were under the charge and direction of the
soclety for the Protection of Destitute Cathgllo
(‘hildren, of which the decessed wus President
from 18 incorporation to his death., Pr. lvos
WHS & 'l'ﬂ's able gentleman snd eloquent speaker,
and his death will be much lamentsd by our

wibolic community, snd by the public in
